With all the discussion--which has been full of excellent points, there 
seems to be two 'solutions', depending on whether or not you see the BA 
commodity craze as a problem. 


The first is to simply not buy rigs at ‘crazed' prices, ie. a Ranger for 
$350 or a 75A4 for $750. Eventually, the demand will decrease, the 
prices will begin to lower and the end of the craze will be near. Here, 
the prices should stabilize to reasonable levels. This seems to be the 
easier solution in it requires only time and an abstinence from 
spending-easy for a 22 year old college student like me who has 
(hopefully) lots of time and few spare bits. 


The second, which is more immediately attractive, is to isolate the 
‘world BA market' from a smaller group--the BA list? In the sub-group 
there could be agreements on fair prices (according to agreed upon 
criterion for equipment condition rating) and sales and swaps would be 
limited within the group. If all members work within the system, 
everyone would get and give good deals. Of course this idea is highly 
dependent on the honor system, as if one were to get a rig and resell it 
outside the group, the ‘in-group' supply would dwindle and eventually 
collapse under forces from outside. Socialist you say? Maybe a little, 
but more like honorable capitalism--the type that doesn't take the fun 
out of BAs like $300 Rangers! I view this idea as an extension of what 
goes on within groups of OTs already. The analogy is valid, I think, as 
I've never had the pleasure of so much advice at the hands of so many BA 
experts as on the ‘list’. 

As an example, I'd sell my excellent C-line for $275 if I could find a 
Ranger for $125...or sell my HQ-180 for $140 if I could find a 75A4 for $275. 
Any ideas?

If that is a xtal filter, like my memory tells me it is, then you need 
to make sure you align the IF on the xtal frequency, not the IF freq. 
The Xtal filters drift as much as 2 khz with age. 


You might try checking the IF passband in the narrowest filter position. 
If the BFO does not zero with the xtal, then you need to realign on the 
xtal. The BFO could be off, or the IF cans may be off from the xtal 
filter frequency, or both.

Assuming you are molding a dial cover (roughly dome shaped) I would suck 


the plastic over the mold. Based on my (limited) experience, you would 
make a dome-shaped wooden buck and mount it on a flat piece of wood. By 
drilling holes at the sharp corner where the buck meets the flat surface, 
you will pull the plastic gently over the buck. Depending on the shape 
you are making, these holes may be sufficient. The holes pull on the part 
of the plastic you will be trimming away, leaving the surface of the dial 
cover relatively free of imperfections. 


If you try to make a mold so the plastic is pulled down inside it, you 
will need to drill holes on the dome shaped surface, adding extra holes by 
trial and error until you get the plastic to conform to the shape. 

Considering that the hot plastic may pick up any details on the surface 
it touches, this method may give you small dots on the surface of the dial 
cover. 


Look for the Modern Plastics Encyclopedia (Modern Plastics is a trade 
journal) at your library. They have a great (brief) overview of different 
plastics and processing techniques

I have a Ranger I, and would imagine that the modulator is pretty much 
the same in the II. The original tubes in mine are 1614's, and since 
they are getting pricy and I don't have spares (and this rig is in pretty 
much daily use) I plugged in a set of 6L6's (G/GA/GB doesn't really 
matter) and they play nicely. To do it right would require adjusting the 
screen voltage and grid bias a bit but this isn't really required. Other 
beam tetrodes more designed for audio output stages with appropriate 
pinouts might be the 6550, 6CA7 and 8417. The original 1614's work 
nicely in that the modulator just about reaches its limits by plate 
saturation at about 35 watts output, which limits the amount of 
accidental overmodulation possible with too much audio gain cranked in.

I built some custom equalizing phono preamps for a friend who 
remasters 78rpm records and I wanted to spruce them up with custom 
panels.

The biggest problem is that T- 
shirts absorb a certain amount of the paint and the aluminum panels 
do not, i.e. the margin for error is much narrower. The trick was to 
apply less paint atop the screen and spread it uniformly along the 


length. The aluminum doesn't "give" like the T-shirts, so you also 
have to exert slighlty less pressure on the squeegee so the paint 
doesn't spread under the screen.

However, 
please look at the back issue in Electric Radio on silkscreening written 
by Ron Eisenbrey. If you look closely at the HQ-129 panel before and 
after the restoration, you will note that the script generated by the 
computer is not the same as the one that Hammarlund originally screened. 
But to those of you who would like a restored front panel, is that new 
panel with non-original computer generated lettering appropriate? I think 
so and that 129 would find a home in my shack. If possible, I would like 
to replace all defective components (paint and lettering) to original 
specs but a near match would certainly be acceptable to me (and possibly, 
the majority of you). If you are more of a user (like myself) and enjoy 
using your equipment with a clean near to exact stock appearance, then go 
ahead and enjoy.

The point you made reminds me of a sweat shirt I saw the other day. It 
says "Does anal retentive have a hyphen?" To folks who appreciate that 
point, close only counts with hand grenades and horse shoes. 


Applying gun collecting standards I've used forever, unless something is 
pretty rough, a clean-up is far more preferable to refinishing. If it 
gets to the point that I think refinishing is justified (guns, radios, or 
anything else), it's has to be pretty rough and approaching being 
worthless. When it's repainted, it's no longer in original condition 
anyway, SO a minor variation in the font is perfectly acceptable. In fact 
I beleive that it's preferred so that a potential buyier somewhere down 
the road will have a positive indicator that it's a re-do. 


In a parallel instance, when the Smithsonian fabricates a part ina 
restoration, it is clearly marked as such. I think that repainted 
(restored) panels should be so marked too. After all, a counterfeit by 
any other name is still a fake.

Here is my 2 cents worth regarding the Drake list: 


2-AC 100 Ke calibrator option for the 2-A, 2-B, and 2-C receivers 

2-LF LW converter for the 2-B, I never personally saw one, but I believe 
it plugged into the Noise blanker socket. Anybody remember? 

2-NB 455 Kc Noise blanker for the 2-X receivers..Bill Frost @ Drake said 
he used an electric razor to align it! Bzzzzzzzzzzzzzz. 

2-CS matching speaker for the 2-C receiver. Same size cabinet as the 2-CQ. 


The R-4C in my opinion had THREE generations. 


The first generation was the one that had the CW1 and CW2 positions and the AM 
filter could be installed externally in the back of the receiver instead of 
inside. The receiver also had a solid-state mixer vs hollow-state. This was for 
serial numbers up to around 18,000. 


The second generation of R-4C added the 1.5 .5 and .25 filter positions on the 
fron panel and moved the location for the AM filter from the back to inside. 
It also eliminated the solid-state mixer (poor dynamic range) and used all 


6HS6's for the mixer tubes. This was for serial numbers around 18000-21000. 


The third generation of R-4C uses 6EJ7 mixers. I heard the rumor that it was 
primarily because 6HS6's were becoming scarce (Try finding them now!). 


The ML-2 (Marker Luxury 2) used a 6360 tube in the final. 


There was a 34NB noise blanker before the 34PNB noise blanker for the TR-4. 
It was hardwired into the transceiver. the TR-4 that had it was 699.95 vs 
599.95 as was the customary price for the TR-4. Drake later made the noise 
blanker a Plug-in option--the 34PNB. Early TR-4s did not have the little 
noise blanker switch in the lower right-hand corner of the front panel. 


Real early Tr-4's had Crystal filters with a much wider shape factor than the 
later models that had the 2:1 6dB/60dB filters. 


There was also a fixed-frequency module for the TR-4s. I think it was called 
the 4-FNB or something like that. It plugged into the TR-4 underneath the 
transceiver. It would allow the user to run their transceiver under crystal 
control! 


There are 3 generations of the TR-4C. 


The TR-4C, the TR-4Cw, and the TR-4Cw/RIT. 
NOTE that the 'w' is always lower-case. 


Ther was also the AA-22 two-meter FM amplifier. Designed for use with the 
TR-22 series 2M Transceiver. It had a receiver preamp built-in and was rated 
for 22 Watts output.
